Dear Hr Barbour 

In talking with Yt A J Blliott this afternoon 
regarding my plans for the future* he suggested that I 
write you regarding an opening with ? r r Sherwood Fddy, as 
his private secretary. He also suggested that I give 
you detailed information regarding my past experience and 
preparation. 

For three and one-half yearB I was connected with 
the Young Nen's Christian Association of Houston* Texas* 
serving as stenographer, office secretary, boys' secretary, 
and general assistant secretary in turn. I resigned from 
the Houston Association in order to enter Drake University, 
Des J'oines, Iowa. I spent four years at Drake, graduating 
in June, 1915, with the E. A. degree, and receiving also 
certificates from the College of the Bible and the School 
of Religious Education. 

While at Drake I was president of the College 
Young hen's Christian Association for three years, pres¬ 
ident of the student Volunteer Band, editor-in-chief of 
the college annual, president of the senior honor society, 
winner of the Iowa intercollegiate tennis championship in 
singles and doubles for two years, winner of the letter in 
varsity basket ball for three years, awarded the Cowper 
trophy for the athlete with the highest scholatic record 
for the four years. I also preached for the Christian 
Church at Nonteith, Iowa, for three years of the time 1 
was in college. 
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Regarding my stenographic experience, 1 grad¬ 
uated from the Fassey Business College, of Houston, in 
both the stenographic and commercial departments.

You just ought to see the hoy hy this time. 

He is actually beginning to talk already. Of course, we 
can’t understand all he says, but that does not matter. He 
is putting on so much flesh that he is a mass of wrinkles, 
has a double chin. His hair is conspicuous by its absence. 
His eyes are getting a deeper blue all of the time. He is 
beginning to take notice of things, and Mrs Boprey says he 
is the smartest baby for his age she ever saw. No wonder, 
just look who his mother and grandmothers are! Not to mention 
his Uncle Perry! Alma is about the happiest little person 
you ever saw. She is regaining her strengthen good shape 
and manages to keep pretty busy about the baby, house, etc. 

We were very sorry to hear that you had been sick, 
and were glad to know from Perry’s card that you were getting 
better. The doctors say there has been more sickness here 
this winter than for a long time. There are three large 
cemetaries near us and we get to see our share of the funeral 
processions. Hardly a day goes by without one or more. 

I would have enjoyed being around to see Perry and Mr Murry 
keeping house. I expect you found things in tip-top shape 
when you got up. At least, you would have if I had been 
the housekeeper. 










The church work is moving along about as usual. 

It seems to be very difficult to make much progress here. 

On account of my school work, I do not have sufficient time 
for visiting, which is a serious handicap, as people insist 
on having the pastor call if they are to be kept in a good 
humor. Then too, the neighborhood is overcrowded with 
churches. Two or three of the pastors are getting $2500 
or $3000 a year, so you can see the kind of competition 
we have. I am enjoying my preaching greatly and feel that 
I am accomplishing some little good. 

Ify school work is very satisfactory. I feel that 
this is by far the most profitable year I have had. I am 
not attempting any outside activities and am confining my¬ 
self strictly to study. You would be surprised at the 
amount of reading I do. The more I learn, the more I 
find yet to be learned.

My dear Mother: 

Perry’s letter telling us that you were still sick 
came this afternoon. We did not realize that you were so 
sick. We sincerely regret that you have had such a hard time 
of it. We surely hope you are on the road to recovery now. 

We would greatly love to be with you and to do what little 
we could, but it seems out of the question now. We surely 
are planning on seeing you before many months. I believe 
you would get well right away if you could see that grandson 
of yours. He has come out wonderfully during the last two 
weeks, and is about the brightest and sweetest little morsel 
you would want to see. He is getting to be quite chubby and 
can smile without half trying. We surely do have lots of 
fun with him. We have succeeded in keeping from spoiling him 
thus far.

By the time we get down 
there to you he will be just big enough to be cute and you 
can play with him to your hearts content. 

We are not quite sure about our plans for next 
year as yet. One think, however, is practically certain. 

We will not be in Chicago. We have decided that this will 

be my last year in school for a while. It seems time now 
to get out and get to doing something. This does not mean 
that we regret having been here this year. Quite the con¬ 
trary. This is by far the best year I have ever had in 

school. We will probably do one of three things: We will 
locate with a church, take up an Association position in 
some college, or go into city Association work. We will 
probably determine which of these we will choose before many 
weeks. In any event, our definite purpose is to see you be¬ 
fore the summer is over. We surely will have a great time 
together. We are not telling you this simply to cheer you 
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up. It is our definite purpose to come unless hindered by 
some unforseen circumstances.

Upon reaching Hew York I discovered that Mr. Charles W. 
Harvey, my successor as General Secretary of the International 
Committee in China, is in need of a private secretary this summer 
since Mr. Wilson, who has been serving him since I left China, 
begins a study of the language early this autumn. It has been the 
custom of the Committee to offer this position only to unmarried 
Secretaries but Mr. Eddy and I have asked that an exception be made 
in your case and that you be offered the position, and Mr. Mott has 
approved our suggestion that you come with Mr. Eddy for about two 
months and sail for China sometime in May, or early in June, 

Our suggestion would be that you remain in this position 
two or, at the most, three years with the expectation that*at the 
end of that time you will go into the language school and prepare 
to take the place on our regular staff. While it is true you have 
not had experience as a local Secretary in this country, we believe 
that the experience you will get in this position and the intimate 
knowledge it will give you of conditions of the work throughout 
China will be the equivalent of one or more years in a local As¬ 
sociation. 

We unhesitatingly recommend this to you as a great op¬ 
portunity. It will be neoessary for both you and Mrs. Page to go 
to the Committee's physican in Chicago and stand an examination. 

You will need no letter of introduction. Simply telephone him for 
an appointment.

I presume that you will expect Mrs. Page to spend the time 
between now and sailing very largely in Texas.

They told a good story on the elderly Mrs.-Eddy at the dinner 
table tonight. It seems that she had never seen a small baby 
before George Sherwood was born. When he was about two days 
old Mrs i Eddy had the nurse bring him and go out and leave them 
alone. When the nurse came back they found her crying as though 
ner neart would break. She would not toll them what was the 
matter. They called in the doctor, her husband, her mother 
and had a regular gathering of the clan. Finally after much 
persuasion she told her husband when alone what the trouble 
was. "It would have been much easier", she said, "if you had 
told me the worst at first." Upon still further solicitation 
she let it be known that she thought the baby was an idiot. 

She said, "Why he looks at me just like he does at the wall. 

He doesn't know/ me, his own mother." Finally when her mother 
found it out she was so distressed that she said, "Well, you 
never had any sense anyhow, it would be no wonder if the boy 
were an idiot." You may well imagine that we all had a good 
laugh over the story.

I 
appreciate your spitit in the matter. You are a great 
little woman, and I love you for it all. 


I am finding that the cost of living here is 
pretty high. Meals are no higher than in Chicago, but 

room rent is out of sight. The only thing I could get at 
the Y. II. C. A. was a room at $4. DO per week. Think of itl 
however, thew think they will have a ^js3.B0 room vacant within 
a short time', I am keeping my other expenses down to the 
minimum. The experience there at the West Side should be 
a very valuable one. Mr. Yddy is going to have them treat 
me as one of the force and let me in on the inside of the 
work there. It will be worth the cost. As a matter of 
fact, I could not do very much better anywhere else unless 
I go way out in the country.

I can not.understand why it took so long. I am very glad 
that mother is so much improved.

You could hardly walk along the side¬ 
walk they were so thick, playing with ropes and running about 
as merrily as if they had been forty miles from nowhere, last 
Saturday I stopped in at the public hospital, where the free 
cases are treated. It was simply awful the way some of 
those poor folks were defaced - one man with a leg half 
eaten away and another with great running sores ail over his 
head, and sopyv. it shows the awful effects of sin, ignorance 
and_carelessness. The most pitiful thing to me was the 
crying of the helpless little babies, who wore suffering so 
terribly. 


I went to hear Idleman both times yesterday. In 
the .morning, I went forward and placed my membership with them. 
The church surely has made a wonderful advance since Bro. 
Idleman came. 



I will not know anything more about our plans until 
about the middle of April, when 3ddy hears from Banner. As 
soon as I hear I will lot you know immediately. I think you 
have done right in not telling mother.

China to give them a lift in the national office and later 
begin as one of our regular foreign secretaries, but if Paul 
Danner decides to take theological work or any other work, then 
Kirby Page will stay with me for two years.

My dear little Sweetheart and Mother 

I am sending you so many enclosures because 
they contain much information that is interesting to 
you and this saves me a great deal of time. I am try¬ 
ing to utilize my time to the best advantage. There 
are so many things that I want to get done during these 
next few weeks that I hardly see how I will get around. 

Through the kindness of Mr. Eddy, I had a long 
interview with Mr. Diack, general secretary of the West 
Side Association* where I am rooming. This is the 
largest Association in point of membership in the world 
and is in many ways a model Association. Mr. Diack is 
one of the strongest secretaries in the whole movement. 
He was more than kind to me and said that they were 
willing to do anything they could for me. He took me 
around and introduced me to the department heads and 
told them to give me any help they could. I am planning 
to make a detailed study of each of the departments of 
the work, secure samples of all the printed matter and 
literature possible, and become as thoroughly acquainted 
with the work of the whole Association as possible. This 
should be of very great value to me in later years. It 
is a unique opportunity and I shall endeavor to make 
the most of it. Then too, I am going to spend some 
time in Brooklyn Central and Bedford St. branch. Alto¬ 
gether these weeks should be very profitable ones. 

I have joined the Secretaries' Insurance 
Alliance and in case anything happens to me you will 
receive $3,000, in addition to the $1,000 that I already 
had* with the Connecticut Mutual Insurance Co. Safety 
first.' 


I am spending at least an hour a day in Bible 
and devotional reading and. in prayer. I am receiving 
increasing help in this way. I have adopted the system 
of marking my Bible as I read.

I hope you are able to show them thoroughly our reasons 
for wanting to go to China and that they become entirely 
in sympathy with our purposes. I pray daily that we 
may be able to so train and develop Kirby, Jr. that some 
day he may be a mighty power for good in the world. May 
the great Father guide us through the coming years.’ 

I wish you would write to Norma frequently. 

I am sometimes afraid that we have given them the 
impression that we do not love and care for them, and 
that they have the idea that we are somewhat ’’stuck up". 

I have had letters from John, Rex, Bill, Mr. 
Wells, Alice Ankarberg, Sid Reed, Scott and some others 
since I reached here. I have sent letters or cards to 
all of the families at Morgan Park, and I hope you have 
also. We may be able to help those folks there even if 
we are gone. 

Mr. Eddy spoke today at a small luncheon here 
in the city, attended by about a dozen men, each of whom 
is worth a million or more, including young Harriraan of 
the Union Pacific, young Harkness of the Standard Oil, 
and men of that type. It will probably bear much fruit.

Baby Dear:- 

The first enclosure in this letter will doubtless 
be of considerable interest to you. It came as a complete 
surprise to me when Mr. Eddy told me that he had been able 
to get it through the committee. This will continue as long 
as I am with him, but probably will not if we go to Shanghai. 

In any event, it will help us very materially just at this 
time to reduce our indebtedness. I assured Mr. Eddy that we 
were indeed grateful to him for this. Early next week I will 
send you $20.00. My expenses are some heavier than I had 
expected them to be, but I think I will be able to get 
through on about $55 a month, at least I am making strenuous 
efforts in this direction® I have paid $25 on the note at 
Morgan Park, hope to pay $50 on the 1st of May and the 
remaining $75 on the first of June. If I can do this it 
will lift part of the load. 

If I were you I believe I would wait until we hear 
from Danner as to whether we continue with Mr. Eddy or whether 
we are to go to Shanghai before you start to Houston. If it 
works out so that I go to the war zone with Mr. Eddy I would 
be gone until October, and you would probably want to divide 
the time between Logan and Houston. If we do decide to go 
to Shanghai you will still have over a month for your visit 
in Houston. Do as you think best about the matter. 

The Laymen's Missionary Movement opens here tomorrow, 
Bishop Stuntz and Mr. Eddy speaking at a monster mass meeting 
for men. I expect to be there tomorrow and to attend some 
of the meetings through the week. I am sending you a program. 

I earnestly hope that mother is much better and that 
you and baby are getting along nicely. I had to laugh over 
your "fence decorations". Tell Perry to write to me often.

My dearest Mother:- 


I wrote the enclosed letter yesterday, hut did 
not mail it, so am enclosing it in this. I spent the night 
at Mr. Eddy's home in Forest Hills, a suburb of New York, 
and^a most enjoyable and helpful time. 

Our plans for the future are very indefinite. When 
Mr. Eddy was out in India recently he made an offer to a fellow 
out there named Danner to become his private secretary. Mr. 
Danner has not yet given his final decision, but Mr. Eddy 
wrote him recently to cable his decision, so he ought to know 
by the 20th of April or soon thereafter. If Danner does not 
accept^ then Mr. Eddy has offered me the place for two years. 
This would involve six months of travel each year, in South 
America, India, China, Russia and Europe, with six months 
in America, the greater part of which time I would be here 
in New York City. Of course, all of my traveling expenses 
would be paid. 

If Danner does accept, then I have been offered 
the place as private secretary to Mr. C. W. Harvey, senior 
International Secretary in Shanghai, China. This would be 
a very unusual opportunity to come to know the influential 
men and the inner working of the whole missionary movement 
in China, and should greatly increase the efficiency and 
usefulness of a man. 

As you know, Alma and I have felt for more than 
two years that we were called to give our lives to Christian 
service in some of the more needy fields of the world, and 
we have been praying about this matter very earnestly for 
all of these months. The conviction has grown stronger 
with us with the passing of the months that God wants us 
to serve Him in China, where the need is appalling and the 
available workers are so few. \le are desirous above all 
other things of finding God's will for our lives and are 
praying that after we find His will we may do it. 





God has blessed us far above most people, and 
we can not help but believe that He is going to require 
more of us than of many people. We realize that the need 
in America is very great indeed, but it can not begin to 
compare with the needs in other parts of the world. Where 
there is one man or woman available for Christian work in 
China there is more than a hundred in America. Alma and I 
can see no obstacle to prevent us from going and believe that 
God has prepared us and is preparing us for lives of great 
usefulness there. Surely there is nothing so important 
as findin g and doin g God's will. 

I have not written you about this matter sooner 
for two reasons. In the first place, I did not know anything 
definite to write, and do not as yet. In the second place, 

I did not think it wise to burden you with it just at the 
time when your health was so poor. I would give a very great 
deal to be able to sit down and quietly talk matters over 
with you. I am sure Alma can tell you about it all much 
better than I am able to do in a letter. In many ways it 
is not a pleasant thought to contemplate going among strange 
people so far away from home, and yet they are all children 
of the same Father and as a matter of fact it is not so far 
away after all. Boats are going from San Francisco to 
Shanghai in less than two weeks, a little over twice as long 
as it took us to go from Pasadena to Hew Orleans. 

In any event, I am reasonably certain that I will 
be able to visit you in June, by all means if we do decide 
to go to Shanghai. I know you and Alma will talk it all 
over very prayerfully. Do pray, mother dear, that we may 
do what God would have us do.

Alma darling 

This has been a strenuous day with me. Mr. 

Eddy got back from Boston early this morning and left 
this afternoon at 4:00 for Philadelphia, and you can 
imagine that I was stepping around some in the meantime.

I am real glad that you are away from College life and 
sinister influences now and exceedingly pleased that you 
will have time for meditation, Bible Atudy, and oommunion 
with the Holy Spirit. We cannot grow spiritually running 
and doing all the time, especially when it consumes all the 
energy that we have. Study your Bible well and according 
to the leading of the Holy Ghost. It will pay more than you 
can imagine. I am as willing as ever to help you with Bible 
problems and study even though I may not thrust myself upon 
you. Norma and I have specialized for four years on Bible 
study and the Lord has certainly blessed us. We do not 
pretend to know everything but there are some things that 
we do know and can help you with, if you want our help. 

We have the finest Bible study library that I know of in 
this part of the country and are digging in all the time. 

I do not boast nor seek adulation but do know that we have 
the Holy Spirit's guidance to a wonderful extent because 
our lives and all we have are surrendered to His will. I 
had a Methodist minister, local church, at the house last 
Tuesday night for 2 l/2 hours and we had a wonderful feast. 

I did the talking and he asked questions: finally took a 
book that he desired to study and selected half a dozen 
others to take up in turn as fast as possible. 

To go back a little: I received one letter from you 
several weeks ago Just as we were leaving for a few days on 
the farm. I read it after we got down there and when we came 
back home there was so much to do that I simply did things 
instead of answering you: especially as I thought it would 
not be worth anything to you to receive a letter from me. 

I am glad now that I know better. The postal came several 
days ago and reminded me afresh that I ought to write you 
but as I was busy I simply kept waiting for an opportune 
time. Yesterday the good letter came, the best I think I 
ever received from you, and today I am making time for a 
reply: we make or take time for the things we deem worth 
while, don't we? 

One or several reasons why I have been so busy all 
this year: We had a disastrous ending to last year, speaking 
financially and it about evened up the entire year as to 
profits and losses. Consequently, we dropped 8 men from the 
payroll and discharged the office man who had been doing the 
detailing, estimating, and a lot of outside work. It was up 
to the remainder of us to do the work that all of us had been 
doing. To cap the climax, Oscar bought a planing mill at 
Port Arthur, Texas, and has been spending considerable time 
down there, getting things in operation and keeping up with 
the doings. In addition to being a man short in the office, 
when he is away, it falls to my lot to keep up with his work 
as well as my own. Still not satisfied, we bought a lot in 
Montrose and arranged a loan for building the house and got 
busy building a bungalow for us to live in. Mamma had to 
live with some one so it was decided that she would do better 
with us and she loves Norma particularly. Her health was bad 
so she could not live alone, nor be upstairs, so we planned 
to get her on ground with flowers, garden, etc. Norma drew 
the plan and I superintended the entire construction; bought 
all the materials and made several tripe to the job daily to 
keep up with proceedings. Before it was finished, our lease 








expired, at the McVea Apts, and we found another place 
temporarily. We like it so well and it is so cheap too 
that we have decided to remain, #2712 Brazos, downstairs 
with one family upstairs, garage, lots of room, all neat, 
they pay water, and keep yard, for $30. month. So Mamma 
Eicke is living with us we we are offering the bungalow 
for sale. I have hopes of making $1,000. net on the sale 
although you can never tell what will work out. Still not 
satisfied though with enough to do, we decided to build an 
eight room stucco two story house for Oscar to speculate on. 

It makes business for mill, profit on lumber, work out some 
bad accounts, and there is prospects of his cleaning up 
$1,000. or $1,500. on sale. So Norma designed It, I made 
the tracings or we did together, had it blue printed and 
wrote my own specifications and it is being built now. It 

is about 2/3 finished and ought to be completed in two weeks. 

It is a big job though to design, draw plans, write specifica¬ 
tions, select plumbing, paper, light fixtures, and "boss' 1 the 
job generally each day in addition to the other things I have 
on my mind. The Bible classes have been numberless almost 
and demand hard and continued preparation in order to keep 
in front and up with everything that might arise in the shape 

of questions: for we permit any kind 6f Bible questions in 

the classes. Taking it all together, I have been about half 
exhausted all the time and the grace of the Lord is all that 
has kept me going. But His grace is sufficient and we trust 
Him with our bodies and He is the Great Physician. On the 
^ other hand persecution was never more rampant nor rank and 
this has consumed considerable nerve energy and has thrown 
us constantly back on the Lord, as the only One that could 
be depended upon. The classes have been wonderfully used 
with over 40 immersions this year and 6 or 8 more ready for 
next Friday afternoon. The biggest work we are doing though 
is to arouse church members and to get them to take on Bible 
study, prayer, personal work at soul^ winning? I havd had 
extra correspondence and work on account of Port Arthur mill. 

I go home at night, eat hurriedly, go to class somewhere and 
come home late, retire, up next morning, eat, rush to office, 
grind all day with cold lunch, then rush home for more study 
and teaching. But with it all we are happy as never before 
and confident that we are in the right place at the right 
time for His glory and a faithful testimony In the midst of 
a crooked and perverse generation. We do not plan anything 
*■ for future, here or elsewhere. We simply wait on the Holy 
Spirit and if He wants us elsewhere, we are ready to pick up 
and go tomorrow. But we are here till He moves us or till 
the Lord comes. We take no money for our teaching even though 
many wish to contribute. We will send to Jews for them or 
use it to help needy here In the city, but none for self. 

We have the Lord's Supper each Sunday night in Hyde Park homes 
and have His blessing upon the remembering of the Lord's death 
till He comes again. We bought a nice Victrola and some 

75 records for Christmas and liked it so well that we wanted 
— Mother to have one also. So we sent her one last week and 
some selected records that we love so well. Will add to the 
records from time to time. We run the Ford day and night all 
the time and It seems the longer we run it the faster and 
easier it goes because it is always ready and on the run. 

The Lord is so good to us and we give Him thanks every day. 















Norma is robust and hearty as ever and we are the 
dearest sweethearts you ever saw. We think we love each 
other more than you two do but we will not quarrel over 
that because we are supremely happy and a re one in the Lord, 
She keeps well all the time and my weight fluctuates between 
165# and 170#. It is wonderful the way the Lords keeps 
us up and going in the face of all the trying conditions 
that we face but He does it. I hear from Mother each week 
and she is so happy because Alma and the bay are there with 
her. Perry seems to have asthBa pretty bad and has cough. 

I am afraid that his heart Is broken because Ivy married the 
fellow she did and again fear that my trip up there last 
summer has something to do with his drooping spirits because 
I was vexed with his misconduct and talked rather stemmy to 
him over the way he was grieving mother by living with that 
married woman. He writes me now and then but Mother says 
he does not take much interest in anything. We are hoping 
that the Victrola and records will touch Borne sympathetic 
cljord and start his spirits upward again. I am praying 
for him with all the earnestness and persistence that I am 
capable of and believe that God will yet relieve him after 
he is chastened aw^hile longer, if it needs be longer. 

Mother wrote me she did day's washing, walked to post office 
box, and was ready to start a garden so I know that she is 
feeling stronger. God was good to us to spare her, Kirby. 

We have read and talked over your letters and plans 
and are praying definitely that the right thing may happen. 

• I believe I had rather you remained on this continent than 
for you to go out to China but the Lord's will be done in 
every instance. You are fortunate in being thrown with such 
a good man and always keep in mind that the business of the 
disciple of Christ is evangelism. It is being borne in on 
us more and more that this is the first essential although 
our work is teaching. We combine soul winning with teaching 
and believe me Kirby there are lots of church members that 
need to be bom again, that never have been regenerated. 

We point plainly to the fact that religious observances and 
church membership will not save if the heart is not right 
with God and fellow man and one literally a new creature in 
Christ Jesus. I am interested in your work and hope you 
will walk closer with the Lord each day that you live now. 

The Lord is coming soon and I want you to be ready for the 
meeting in the air, according to 1 These 4;13-8. 

I am real glad you heard I. M. Haldeman of the First 
Baptist Church. He is a fine Bible teacher and we have many 
of his books. We like "How to Study the Bible," "The Second 
Coming of Christ," "Signs of the Times,""Christ, Christianity 
and the Bible," his exposition of the 46th Psalm, and we have 
a number of his pamphlets. His teaching has produced in us 
a fearlessness and straightforwardness that the Lord blesses. 
I wish you could read some of his books. They are simple 
and clear cut also. His S.S. quarterly is a good help in the 
preparation of the international lesson. His works may be

I wish I could hear Haldeman preach or teach. Go again if 
you have opportunity. 












I sincerely hope now that you will forgive me for any 
wrong that I may have unintentionally done you because I do 
want us to act like brothers, not only in the flesh but like 
brethren in the Lord Jesus Christ. Putting the two ties 'to¬ 
gether we ought to be dear and helpful to each other. I am so 
anxious to assist you forward in spiritual things that I 
may appear too zealous but you Just remember the motive and 
overlook the part that you do not like. I know beyond a 
shadow of a doubt that we are headed in the right direction 
in our study and teaching because the Lord blesses it and is 
keeping us in the field. There is no one in this part of

Alma Darling: 

You will be interested to know that Mr. Eddy 
phoned me this morning, after the receipt of my letter, 
and suggested that Mr. Carter see Dr. Mott and if agreeable 
to Dr. Mott then send the cable to E. T. Paul. If Mr. 
Carter is not able to see Dr. Mott, the cable is to be 
sent anyway. While nothing is definite as yet, this 
looks to me as though Danner will stay in India. If 
Carter feels that Danner is greatly needed in India, 
as he seems to, and Mr. Eddy is satisfied with me, as 
he says he is, I am beginning to believe that this is 
the way it will work out. Carter says that he thinks 
it would be a great mistake to take Danner away from 
India when Mr. Eddy really does not need him. 

Of course, we must not take too much for granted, 
but I really believe we will be wise to make our plans as 
though it were definitely settled that I am to remain with 
Mr. Eddy. It will be easier to change our plans this 

way than if we planned to go to China in June and a 
change was necessary. 

Mr. Eddy plans to sail for England about July 
1st. It is not certain, but more than likely, that I will 




go with him. He plans to do evangelistic work in England,' 
Prance, Mesopotamia, Egypt and possibly in Russia and 
Germany and Siberia. He will probably return to America 
in October, remaining here through December. The plan now 
is to start the South American campaign about January 1st, 
and lasting three or four months. Then back in Hew York 
for a few months before the China campaign. 

If it does work out that I stay with him and go 
with him to Europe, I am not sure whether I would be able 
to come South before I leave or not. It might be that I 
would have to wait until October for my visit to Oklahoma 
and Texas. It might be wise to plan to have you come to 
Hew York for October, November and December, in case I stay 
with Mr. Eddy. It would be a great experience for you 
and I am sure we could have a great old time together. 

Of course, we must not count too much upon all 
of this, as Danner may insist on joining Mr. Eddy. It 
may be that it is God’s will that he should. Keep praying 
about it, dearie, and it will work out for the best. Of 
course, you will go over the whole matter with mother.

Cleveland - May IS, 1916. 


My sweetest little Wife: 

I had a good laugh over your letter which came 
this morning. I wonder how you expect a fellow to pass 
through Chicago on his way to Cleveland. Get out your 
geography and see if you can figure it out. It is "beyond 
me. Your mistaken idea as to the location of Cleveland 
is typical of thdjhazy geographical ideas we all have.

My Dearie: 


At last we are getting some definite information 
regarding our future plans. A cablegram has just come from 
K. T. Paul, national secretary for India, as follows: "Danner 
cancels Eddy engagement remaining India if needed until November 
possibly longer. Inform Eddy, Garter, Danner (his father)." 

This means that I am to remain with Mr. Eddy for two years. 

I verily believe that this is God's will and is an answer to 
all of the prayers of these weeks. Danner's plans are not 
yet settled for the future, hut he will doubtless be well 
provided for. His father is very anxious to have him spend 
two years in a theological seminary and was opposed to his 
joining Mr. Eddy. 

It is more than doubtful that I will be able to go 
to Europe with Mr. Eddy this summer. It seems that the censors 
are very strict and that he would be unable to send back letters 
and reports regarding his work. It is also doubtful whether he 
could get me into the camps and prisons with him. This question 
will be settled as soon as he hears from Mr. Yapp, the national 
secretary of England. 

In case I am not able to go to Europe, it will prob¬ 
ably be wise for me to spend three months at the University of 
Chicago and get my M.A. Mr. Eddy expects to be in the United 
States from October to April, spending May, June, July and 
August in a continent wide evangelistic campaign. He would 
then sail directly for China from South America, spending the 
remainder of the year in a nation wide campaign there. Of 
course, you and Kirby, Jr. will be here in New York with me 
from October to April. The question before us now is this: 

If I do not go to Europe, will you join me in Chicago for the 
summer? Or will I spend the summer there and then come south 
and have you return to New York with me? 

Summer school begins somewhere near the middle of 
June. If you come to Chicago then, you will not have time 
for much of a visit to Houston. Then too there is the trip 
back to Chicago with the baby by yourself, and the question 
of finances. I am writing to Brother Kindred and to John 
today about getting a supoly pulpit through the summer. If 
I am not able to get anything, Mr. Eddy said they would make 
some provision regarding my expenses, but of course, I could

My own sweet Alma: 

You will remember the old saying with reference 
to a change of mind on the part of a wise man. Whatever 
the truth of the old adage, I have changed my mind. I have 
been thinking a great deal about our plans for the next few 
months and have come to the conclusion that we should follow 
a plan about like this: If I do not go to Europe with Mr. 

Eddy, and it looks more and more as though I won't, I will 
go to Chicago about June 15th and you could join me there. 
There is great uncertainty about Mr. Eddy's plans after his 
return from the war zone. The South American tour is not 
definitely decided upon for this year. There is some talk 
of putting it forward a year. There is no telling what Mr. 
Eddy may do. He may suddenly decide to start for India or 
China in the fall, to be gone five or six months. We will 
probably be wise to spend as much time together now as we 
can, because of the uncertainty of his plans. My thought 
is that we could be together for the three months in Chicago 
and then if I am to be in New York for three months or longer 
you can come on with me direct from Chicago and stay in New 
York until I will be leaving. Then I could go with you to 
visit mother and you could stay there for a while or go on 
to Houston. I dislike very much to think of postpoing my 
visit to see mother and Perry, but it seems impossible for 
us to stand the expense of having you come to Chicago and 
then go back right away, if we are to ever get out of debt. 

If we follow this plan it would mean that I would get to 
Oklahoma sometime in the Pall or Winter. I can not have 
time to come down before Summer school begins, unless I 
come just for a day or two. It will probably be better 
to wait until later and have a more satisfactory visit. 

Of course, this would mean that you would not get to go 
to Houston until later, but it has not been so terribly 
long since you saw your mother and you will get a chance 
for real visit later. You and mother talk it over and 
see if you do not think this is the right decision. 

If we go to Chicago for the Summer, I think we 
will probably be wise to get a couple of furnished rooms 
near the campus, in order to save time. It will be necess¬ 
ary for me to carry very heavy work in the university and 
I will need all of the time I can possibly get, We can 
get a room near Jackson or Washington Park and you and 
Kirby, Jr. could spend a great deal of time out in the 
open air. Incidentally, we can have some great old frolics 
and picnics together. We really ought to have a very, very 
happy and profitable summer. Then too, we can stop off at 
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Niagara Palls and a few other places of interest along 
the way, not to mention the beauty of the ride along the 
Hudson. We could,if we wanted to,go from Cleveland to 
Buffalo by boat, with no extra expense. Altogether we 
ought to have a perfectly wonderful time together. I 
expect I will kiss you and baby dear 'steen million times. 
You had better be getting ready for me. I can hardly 

wait to see you. I expect the little boy needs his daddy 
to keep him from getting spoiled. Mr. Eddy returns on 
Tuesday and the question of our plans for the summer 
ought to be settled within a day or two after his return. 

Of course, I will send you more money on the first. 

I had a delightful time yesterday. Mr. S. J. 
Chuan, General Secretary of the Chinese Students’ Christian 
Association of North America, and I went out to Mr. Eddy's 
house and had a round of tennis. He is a ver^r strong 
player and expected to clean me up - but he didn’t. After 
the match Mrs. Eddy invited us to stay -for dinner, which 
we did and had a most delightful time of it. She impresses 
me more all of the time. I am anxious for you to know her, 
and of course you will when you come to New York. She will 
be of great help to you. I am sending you copies of some 
letters I wrote for her, which will show you something of 
her spirit. 

John tells me that Swanson is engaged to Estella, 
and that they are to be married in September. I take it 
that he means Estella Saunders. This comes as a complete 
surprise to me. However, they are both splendid Christian 
characters and should do much good in the world. 

I appreciate the spirit of your last letter very 
much indeed.

I have been working on such problems as 
Suffering, Sacrifice, Pain, Good and Evil, Force, Hatred, etc. 

I think perhaps the results of this work may be somewhat helpful 
to Mr. Eddy.

I am sure he will want to read. I expect to do more of this 

same kind of work this week and next. 

We had a really great meeting here in the building 
yesterday. Dr. Mott gathered all of us together and told us 
some things about his plans before sailing. The thing that 
impressed me was his remarks about the necessity of prayer on 
his behalf. He said he would not think of going at all, were 
he not convinced that he would receive tremendous backing in 
prayer.

I enclose a letter which has come back to yon here in 
Hew York, which apparently was not delivered out in Travanoore. 

I am also sending one or two snapshots of His Grace War Thoms. 
Please give him my love. I do not forget to pray for His Grace 
Mar Dionysius, Bishop Gill, K. V. and K. C. Chaoko, Mr. Curien, 
Abraham, Phillipos, Mammem and our secretaries. 

I wonder how all is going with you. During my last 
Western trip I received a oable from K. T. Paul, as follows: 

"Fowler desires your secretaryship as life work." I can not quite 
make this out. I hope it does not mean that anything in the nature 
of a serious discouragement has come to you in Travanoore. I have 
definitely entered into an arrangement with Kirby Page for a two 
years period of training for him before he enters upon the secre¬ 
taryship in China. Both he and Paul Danner were open to consider¬ 
ation for the work, but Bed Carter felt that there would be such 
a tremendous need for Paul Danner to help K. T. Paul and the 
national office that he urged me not to press for Paul to return 
to Ameriea and take up my work. He felt that Paul had a unique 
contribution to make to the national work in India, especially 
if Carter is detained in this oountyy for some time, or is sailed 
here for any short time special work such as a building campaign, 
which is always a possibility on the horison. 

Popley mentioned the fact of your feeling a little blue 
over conditions in Travancore, but did not speak of it as at a l l 
serious. I feel certain that if you have been a little discouraged 
it will only be temporary. For your own sake and for the sake of 
the work, I want to see you succeed right there in Travaneore, 
where I believe God has placed you. I need not assure you what a 
joy it would bo for me to work with you in the future as it was 
in the past, but I do not want you to look back after God has 
placed your hand to the plough there in Travanoore. I felt before 
and feel now that you have one of the raoet unique opportunities 
in the whole world field. You have the entrance of friendship 
and affectionate approach to the leaders of those anoient Syrian 
Churches, which have had such a glorious past and which will yet 
have a great future. I realize that there has doubtless been 
some reaction after the great conventions and that many of the 
leaders feel that they went too far and were a little ahead of 
the conservative members of their communities and were lead to 
give too large a measure of cooperation. Doubtless things are

You are already uoon toy daily prayer 
list and one day each wnek I have :iuccial prayer for the leaders 
in Travanooro. I realise the difficulty of the entire situation, 
but also see its great promise. It will take-time, but we are 
going to win. I realise that you have family t obi eras that may 
bo oerplexing, but they ore those that every volunteer has to face. 

You have often heard ne say that there came to me, and 
there oones to nearly every volunteer, a period of testing, of 
trial, of discouragement end reaction toward the close of the 
first or second year. You hove often heard me say how that at 
this Period of discouragement and crisis I came into a great 
blessing in connection with the passage John 4:14. I am send* 
ing you u copy of tho pamphlet, "A Message to student Volunteers”, 
which arose out of this experience. You will find little that is 
new in it an. have probably read it mtny times before, but I sena 
it 'hat you may read it ar this time of oriels which has cone to 
you, as it comes to nearly all volunt ers and young missionaries. 
Glad as we would be to have your help in the Hew York office, I 
thin it would make an unfortunate impression all around if you 
should come back so soon. In any event I shall aw&it to hear from 
you by letter, and assure you that I am praying for you more than 
ever.

My dear Hr.. Yapp: 


I have been anxiously awaiting a reply to my letter of 
May 2nd, in which I asked whether or not I should bring my private 
eeoretary, Kirby Page, with me to England. It is possible that 
ay letter was not received due to the irregularity of war time, 
o&-that you have been swamped with other duties and have not had 
time to reply. Hr. Page might be useful in many ways in the work. 
He is an H. A. student of the University of Chicago; an ordained 
man, with some experience in evangelistic work. I have never heard 
him take public meetings as yet, but I know that he has had regular 
charge of a church. He certainly would prove valuable in personal 
work. He could probably start successfully in small meetings and 
might prove very useful in larger meetings as well after a little 
experience with English soldiers. 


If I brought him over I would be glad to have him help 
you or any of the other workers in any stenographic work, in 
addition to the small amount of work which I would have for him 
in that line, busy as I would be in evangelistic meetings. Hs 
would gladly help in any way possible. He is an especially rapid 
stenographer; takes dictation at a hundred and fifty words a 
minute; writes a very aoeurate letter and is a man of large 
business experience. He is a man, for instance, whom I would 


rank with Ewing in business ability and good Judgment, although 
of course, he has not the experience that Ewing gathered in India. 
Should I bring him with me or notf If you advise me to bring him, 
eould you oable me at my expense -"Eddy Forseo Hew York Bring Page. 
His name is Kirby Page. I shall await to hear from you before 
deciding the matter. If he does not come with me he will get his

% brother. Rev. D. B. Eddy, who studied in Mansfield 
College, Oxford, and is at present Home Secretary of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, a friend of Frank lenwood, has expressed 
a desire to go with me abroad if there was any real opportunity 
for service. He is a good public speaker and I think would be 
able to grip the men in an evangelistic meeting. If he should 
come, he would prefer to work with me for the first week or two 
until together we had gained enough experience so that we would 
be justified in separating if the interests of the work demanded 
it. It may be that you already have more men than you ean use 
during the summer. If, however, you think my brother could be 
of service, eould you add the word: "Bring Page and Brother"? 

I suggest a cable in view of the fact that it will take some 
time to secure passports and it is now getting dangerously late. 

I hope you will let me have a line from you immediately 
upon receipt of this if you oan possibly take time to write me.

Hew York - June 3, 1916 


Alma my Darling: 

My chances of going to England with Mr. Eddy seem to he 
picking up, although nothing is definitely settled as yet. He 
had a letter today from Mr. Ewing, one of the two men to whom he 
wrote regarding my coming. Ewing is in charge of the Prisoners 
of War Department, hut is not the General Secretary, who has the 
final say in the matter. Mr. Ewing’s reference to my case is 
as follows: " I am inclined to believe that it would he wise 
to bring your private secretary with you. What little experience 
I have had in connection with religious work in military camps, 
leads me to believe that a man needs to carry with him a consider¬ 
able amount of machinery, as very frequently he lands in a sit¬ 
uation where some things in the way of preparation need still to 
be done, and on other hand he sometimes gets into a situation 
where he is overcrowded with meetings and interviews. Such a 
man as you have with you would be of great help. You should 
certainly bring him along." 

As you have doubtless learned from my letter to mother 
of yesterday, Mr. Eddy has written to Mr. Yapp again and has 
asked him to cable his answer. A letter may come any day now. 
While nothing is definite as yet, I am feeling more confident 
that I am to go. I really believe Mr. Eddy is anxious to have 
me with him, and when he really wants anything he has a faculty 
of getting it. It seems to be a habit with himf (Last week he 
secured almost $40,000 for the foreign and war work) 

If it does work out that I am to go with him, I shall 
put forth some strenuous efforts to run down and see you folks 
before I go, even if only for a few days. Mr. Eddy is spending 
the last half of June at three of the summer conferences and 
probably would be willing to have me make the trip South. If 
I do come I should not try to go to Houston at this time. It 

is my opinion that Mr. Eddy will not return to America much 
before the end of October. I am no prophet, nor do I claim 
to forsee the future, but here is a guess that I am going to 
record. I predict that the war work will so grip Mr. Eddy that 
he will remain there until late in October and then return to 
this country for two or three months work in connection with a 
two million dollar building campaign for the foreign work that 
is comtemplated and then hurry back to Europe for an indefinite 
period, provided, of course, that the war does not end before 
that time, and it hardly seems possible now. There are many 
supposedly well informed men who say that the war can not end 
under two years longer, and possibly not for three or more 
years. Germany is still on the offensive and it is going to 
take a long bitter struggle to drive her back into her own 
territory far enough to make her willing to accept peace at 
the price that will be satisfactory to England and the Allies. 
England and her Allies have enormous resources that they have 
not touched yet, and it seems impossible to think that Germany 
can win against such odds. England considers this a life and 
death struggle and probably will not count any sacrifice too 
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great to insure a complete victory, ilo one can tell how 
long it is going to take to end this awful waste of human 
life and resources. It is terrible beyond description. 

If the war continues it is more than likely that the work 
there will take precedence over the South American tour, as 
being a more strategic opportunity. Few people realize just 
the extent of the present opportunity there. The Association 
is the only organization that is permitted to work in the great 
prison camps, with their 4,600,000 men cooped up until the end 
of the war, with nothing to do and subjected to indescribable 
perils and temptations. The Association also is given access 
to the military camps in practically all of the countries now 
at war. The Association has SO secretaries with the troops 
in Mesopotamia, 30 in East Africa, 30 in Egypt, and a thousand 
camps in the British army in France and England. A perfectly 
wonderful opportunity is presented and the results already 
achieved are most remarkable. No one can tell just how much 
effect this work is going to have upon the future of Christianity 
in all of these warring countries. Countless thousands of friends 
are being made in this hour of terrible suffering and sorrow 
and it is bound to have a tremendous effect in the days after 
the war. Did I send you seven pamphlets entitled "For the 
Millions of Men Under Arms"? If I did you will want to read 
them through very carefully; if I did not,please let me know 
and I will send them. I am under the impression that I sent 
them. 


We must give ourselves unceasingly to prayer for 
guidance in this day of tremendous opportunity. How I am 
longing to see you all and talk some of these things over.' 

If I do come to Oklahoma it will be sometime during the last 
two weeks in June. What a happy time we will have together.' 
Don't get too excited over all this, because it may not work 
out this way. In any event, we shall believe that God is 
leading us where He would have us. 

I went out to Mr. Eddy's house this morning about 
seven o'clock and we had a couple of sets of tennis, then had 
breakfast and started in on a days work out there. He dictated 
straight through, with time out for lunch, until nearly four 
o'clock. When I emphasize the fact that he is the fastest 
man in dictation that I have ever worked with, and that there 
is a paragraph nearly a page long that is repeated in about 
twenty of the letters, you will get some idea of what I have 
staring me in the face. I already had about a day's work in 
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my note "book. Even if I did not get anything else, I 
see no chance of catching up for at least four days. Of 
course, there will be more letters to write each day. It 
does not bother me in the least, however, as I am glad to 
be able to have a little share in the great work he is doing. 
I am sure- that I am saving him some time and mental effort. 
Just how much I do not know. I am surely trying to do my 
best for him. 


I have not had a letter from you for several days. 

I sincerely hope that all is well with you. I am anxious 

to know what you think we should do in case I do not go to 
Europe. I am confidently expecting to get a letter Monday 
morning. I shall keep you fully informed as to how things 
are going with me. You might give me instructions how to 
come, in case it does work out that way. I know you will 
talk this all over very fully with mother. I can hardly 
wait to see you. My love for you has deepened tremendously 

since I saw you and I have so much to talk over with you. 

How I am looking forward to being with you again.'

My dear Mrs. McCormick: 

I was glad to get your letter of May 8th. I have 
Just been writing a long letter to Harold up at Groton, inviting 
him to visit us before I sail if it is possible for him to do so. 
I am sailing on July 8th for the war zone. 1 expect to s oend 
three or four months in evangelistic work, first with the British 
troops in -upland , Franoe and Egypt and later in the prisons of 
Russia, Siberia and Gerr-any. We have divided Russia and Siberia 
into ten grout districts, with from five to fifteen prisons in 
each, and have plaoed one American in charge of our work in eaoh 
district. 1 have had recently some private inside information 
concerning conditions in these camps. I do not say on which side 
of the line it is, but I oould parallel these facts by statements 
of conditions of the prisons on the other side of the line. Here 
is a report from a Yale man who speaks with absolute accuracy: 


"There is no attempt at sanitation. Almost universal 
secureity of water prevents even the proper wahhing of the 
barracks and in many cases the men have not enough water to 
evon properly w&eh?nr their hands and faces, -oap and towels 
are in some camps an unknown quantity. I know of only on dis¬ 
infection plant in my military distriot. The men are without 
exception infested with body lice and other vermin. Many have 
no underwear at all. In some camps where 1 have been working 
the men don’t average a bath in a month and in two camps not 
oftonor than onoe in six weeks. The food is poor and seeme to 
be growing poorer instead of better. Med lor 1 eupnlies are 
scarce, some oamos have no hospitals at all and as a result the 
siok lie amonr tho healthy and infection has every possibly chance. 
This is particularly true of tuberculosis. Ty hu" end smallpox 
are isolated when they appear, but when they begin in epidemic 
form the mortality is terrible, as has already happened at three 
camps. The intense oold and the entirely insufficient clothing 
of many of the men makes It impost'1 Lilo to ventilate tho burraoks. 

you have the situation of dirty barracks, bad air, lowsy men 
with dirty bodies, dirty olothes, disguetlnr conditions and 
insufficient water. Tho soldiers live much in the Bumc way. 

Only one possible and prompt safety measure remains, and that is 
vsooin&tion and innooulatlon. It would involve approximately 
a million men and is surely worth a big effort. It must be done 
without oublioity and I do hope mny be done soon. The waste of 
human life is heart breaking. If we oan have a chain of secre-

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The following quotation is & statement from another 
eouroe regarding conditions: "American Red Croce authorities 
hare discouraged Bending supplies to — on account of trouble 
with customs, etc* Soldiers hare biroh bark strapped to their 
feet at SO degrees below Eero. There are cmallpox epidemics in 
the different camps, but no serum. Many ouraps have no hospitals. 
The eiok lie by the side of the well. In some barracks it was 
so cold that classes could not be held* Men were freezing. There 
is much tuberculosis and scurvy. In some camps tho quarters are 
so crowded that all can not lie down at the same time* They hare 
to do so in relays* The some is true of the hospitals. Hot 
enough attendants. The floors are covered with filth. In (me 
camp of 1600 there were 800 with typhus* Many have nothing to 
drink* They scrape the frost off the windows for drink. There is 
not enough water to wash underwear, tome have not been able to 
oh&nge in fourteen months. All comps are full of vermin, with the 
exoeption of the officers* camps* The men sell blankets to get 
food. The depger is that this will b© done in tho summer. The 
prisoners are being constantly transported* They often freeze 
while being transported. A-. times it is 50 degrees below zero. 
They often travel a day with no food. In many camps the average 
allowance for food is two cents & day. lien are starving all 
over — • Bo wonder disease breaks out* dend something in tabloid 
form for scurvy, liend typhus vaccine and smallpox vaccine. 
Soldiers ore dying like flies, as well as the prisoners." 1 am 

sure you will regard this as absolutely private and confidential. 
On no account must it be mblished or told to anyone. I have 
not given the details to any but one other earson. 

Mr. Mott sailed last Monday for delloate and difficult 
negotiations with the leaders of ten of those warring nations. 

I go over soon for evangelistio work, and I krovr you are remember¬ 
ing us in prayer* 

Your generous thought and constant help has provided mo 
with a most efficient priv te secretary, to succeed Mr* Fowler. 

Mr. Fowler, as you know, is out in the heart of that great oppor¬ 
tunity among the Syrian churches in Travanooro . I told you when 
I saw you before about the young man 1 hoped to secure, an M.A* 
student in the University of Chicago. His name is Kirby Page* 
he is a graduate of Drake University; £6 years of age; married. 

He comes with me for a two year period of training before going 
out to China as one of our foreign secretaries. He ie a most 
rapid stenographer, takes dictation at the rate of 160 words 
per minute , is most accurate and careful, of trained business 
habits* He 1 b most methodioal and helps me beyond calculation 
in my work. Best of all he ie a man of earnest Christian purpose . 
1 am waiting to he&r whether they will let me bring him to tho 
war zone, where he could help by doing personal work among the 
soldiers and prisoners* I want to thank you again and again for 
providing my private secretary* How much it has meant to me.'

Dearest little Sweetheart-Wife-Mother: 

Yoxir letter of June 1st came this morning and has 
been read through quite carefully more than once. I appreciate 
the spirit of confidence that you show very much indeed. It 
means more to me than I can tell you to know that you are will¬ 
ing to go to the ends of the earth with me. I must confess I 
see the logic of your argument about the financial side . It 
is a sad but true fact that this does have to bulk largely with 
us just now. Your letter and the thinking that has resulted 
from it have raised certain doubts as to whether the decision 
recorded in my last letter with reference to my visit to Okla¬ 
homa is the wisest thing to do. The situation now sizes itself 
up in my mind about like this: 

I am more anxious to see you all than I can possibly 
express, even though I should exhaust the list of adjectives. 

We could have a wonderfully happy time with mother, Perry and 
Mr. Murry. 


On the other side certain facts stand out altogether 
too prominently. I could not make the trip for less than $100. 
This would mean that I would not only be unable to pay off any 
of the debt just now, but that I would have to make an additional 
loan for the trip. I think I told you that I have paid off $150 
since coming to New York. I hope to pay off an additional $150 
during the time of my absence in Europe. In addition to the 
absolutely necessary expense that you mention in yo;ir letter, 

I know there are many other things that you really must have. 

Then too, I will have more clothes and other incidental expenses 
for this trip to England. Then too, also, in addition, we will 
have to begin making some provision for your expenses in coming 
to New York in the fall and the additional cost of living here. 


It is reasonably sure that Mr. Eddy will be in America 
during November, December and January at least. It is not likely 
that he will return from Europe much before November 1st. I 
take it that you will want to spend most of the time between 
now and then in Houston. You will know when it is best for you 
to start. 


My own desires in the matter are overwhelmingly in 
favor of my coming to see you before I go, but my more mature 
judgment says it will be better l!o use that $100 in another 
way, especially since it would take me at least five days on 
the road and I would have only three or four days with you at 
best. There is another thing that ought to be taken into con¬ 
sideration. While Mr. Eddy said he was perfectly willing that 
I should take the time for the visit, I am quite sure that I 
can be of some help to him during those days. I will probably 
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be with him for a few days at one or more of the student 
conferences, perhaps at Northfield, where he spends a week 
or ten days. He seems to think that I help him some when I 
am around, and of course I am anxious to lessen his load at 
any place that I can, for he surely has more than his share 
of burdens. 

It is now fairly certain that I am to go with him. 

He has written Ewing that I am coming, and I am taking steps 
to secure my passport from the government. As a safety 
measure, I am to be vaccinated and innoculated. With this 
precaution and my almost perfect health there is little danger 
from disease. I will write you exact details about the ship 
upon which we sail, etc., at a later date. 

There is to be a conference of all the foreign sec¬ 
retaries in this country and all candidates who are soon to 
sail for the foreign field at Caldwell, II. J. , June 8-12. I 
am looking forward to this as a most helpful occasion. It 
will give me an opportunity to meet a great many of the men 
and the conference itself will be very helpful. 

I am so glad to know that your health is good. You 
must take extra good care of yourself. Again I must tell you 
how pleased I am with your spirit and attitude. You are a 
perfectly wonderful little woman and I know I don't half apprec¬ 
iate you. Not one woman in a very great many would have you 
disposition in regard to some of these most important decisions. 
I love you all the more because of your confidence in me. I do 
pray with all my heart that we may be guided into doing His 
will. I have a deep conviction that He is going to use this 
experience to deepen my life and make me more sympathetic and 
anxious to serve men. I know you will enjoy your stay in 
Houston and the time will pass quickly and when we do get 
together again we will be all the happier. Do write me very 
fully and frankly your opinion in regard to the whole matter. 

I hope my former letter has not upset you too much and that 
this one will not bring disappointment to you all. I am sure 
you and mother will talk it all over.

There 
are men here from China, India, Japan, Korea 
Philippine Islands, Ceylon, Mexico, South 
America, Turkey, including the national 
secretaries of Japan, India, South America, 
not to mention Mr. Eddy, Mr. Brockman, Mr. 
Colton, Mr. Morse, etc., etc. I am exceed¬ 
ingly sorry that you can not be here with 
me. It would add a thousand fold to my 
enjoyment of the occasion. One ray of 
light is that these conferences are held 
every hear and we will surely have ft chance 
to attend one together next year or the 
year following. We can live in hopes. 

While I am in the mo#5j want to 
say some things that have been much upon 
my mind lately. The more I am around these 
men and their wives, the more clearly am 
I coming to understand wherein their great- 








ness lies. It is in the fact that they 
are feeding their intellectual and spirit¬ 
ual lives with dail y food. More and more 
I am coming to see that if you and I are 
ever to become real leaders w'e must pay 
the price, however costly it may be, and 
give ourselves daily nourishment for our 
spiritual and intellectual lives. First 
of all, we must increasingly give our¬ 
selves to Bible study and prayer. We must 
live more in the presence of the Master. 

'We must be filled with His spirit and let 
Him a bso lute^dominate and control our very 
lives. "Thy will be done" must be our 
attitude if we are to be really used in 
His service. 




Also, we must increasingly give 
ourselves time for real and earnest in¬ 
tellectual study. 'We must learn to read 
and to enjoy solid and difficult reading, 
must live more and more with the great 
books. We must have constant stimulation 
for our minds and must greatly increase 
our mental capacity if we are to be world 
leaders. 


This means we must systematise 
our daily routine of work, must absolutely 
take time for these Important and necess-' 
ary things. 1 firmly believe that it will 
be a positive sin if we allow ourselves 
to get lost in details and lose the great 

blessings that may come to us and through 
us to others, simply because we fail to 
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make the right use of our time eaoh day. 
Prom long experience, I realize that this 
is hot going to he an easy task. It is 

going to take real thought and planning 
and real will power to carry out plans. 

I am sure, however, that you will agree 
with me that no price is to* great to pay 
to make ourselves absolutely of the great¬ 
est possible service in the world. 

I am wondering what you would 
think of a schedule on this order for 
yourself during the coming months: one 
hour each day for Bible study, prayer 
and religious reading; one hour of other 
reading of certain really worth while 
literature; two hours practice on the 
piano. Bo you think this will be too 
much for you? Of course, by all means 
we must not overtax our physical strength. 
I am convinced, however, that neither of 
us in the past have been utilising our 
time to the very best advantage. If 
necessary we must get somebody to help 
you with the washing and.such things when 

you get to Houston and later come to Hew 
York. We absolutely must put fi£st things 










first. The only way we can grow is 
by daily attention to these vital matters. 

It will never come by accident or by a 
few weeks spasmodic efforts in later years. 
It must be a daily practice carried out 
through many years. 

What I say unto you I am saying 
to myself. We must help each other and 
check up on each other. I have never 
felt quite so keenly as tonight that we 
must work this thing out to gethe r. We 
simply must not fail.' Write me what 
you think about it all, and perhaps we 
can map out a course of reading together. 

How I wish I could see you tonight 
and talk this all over with you, while it 
is so upon my mind. Kiss baby dear for 
me, and pray for me with all your heart, 
my little mother.

My dearest Mother: 


I am wondering what you think of the prospects of my 


going to Europe with Mr. Eddy this summer and am anxiously await¬ 
ing some word from you and Alma. The probabilities are that he 
will visit England, France, Egypt, Spain, Portugal, Norway, 
Sweden, Russia and possibly Germany. The chances are that he 
will have great evangelistic meetings and will be able to do 
very much good wherever he goes. If it were not for being 
separated from you folks, I can think of no greater privilege 
that could come to me than to be able to be with Mr. Eddy on 
this tour. It ought to mean great things for me in my future 
work. 


Mr. Eddy and I spent the day together in the library 


getting together some material in preparation of his addresses 
for this tour. I am quite sure I was able to save him a great 
deal of time, as I had previously gone through the list of books 
and was able to get at them much more quickly. He is leaving 
tomorrow, to be away the greater part of the time between now 
and the date of sailing. I am going to do some more work in the 
library for him. It is a real privilege to be able to be of 
some little assistance to him. 

As soon as I find out something more definite, I will 
write you again. Give my love to Perry and Mr. Murry, as well 



as the two babies, and keep a little for yourself

Alma and I have decided pretty definitely upon our plans 
for next year. I expect to return in June if Russia is not open 

so that we can pass that way. In which case I would expect to 

spend July, August and September in lecturing in various places 
where I am known. I have several friends in California and others 
in Utah, South Dakota, Nebraska and a large number of friends in 
Iowa, Kansas, Missouri and Illinois. I believe that I could clear 
$200 above expenses during the three months and ought to be able to 

do some good. If Russia should be open we could cross the Siberian 

Railway, spend some time in Russia and then cross Scandanavia and 
the North sea to England and Franee, returning to America at the 
end of September. 

In either case we plan to go to Chicago shortly before 
the 1st of October and settle down there for two or three years jn 
the university. I have been assured by Dr. Willett and Brother 
Kindred that I will have no difficulty in securing a church. I 
ought to be able to do effective work with a church in addition to 
taking full work in the university. Practically all of my 
friends agree with me in believing that in the long run I will 
accomplish more for the Kingdom if I spend this additional time an 
preparation. My old friend John Stubbs is giving up his flat 
just at the time we would want to take it. It is owned by the 
university and the divinity students are given a special rate. We 
could get this four room flat, with light, heat and gas for cooking, 
for $20 a month, which is at least $10 a month cheaper than we could 
do otherwise. These fcooms are only two blocks from the univer¬ 
sity, half a block from the Midway Par£, three blocks from Wash¬ 
ington Park, six blocks from Jackson Park and only ten blocks 
from the Lake. It is an ideal location and during the good 
weather the babies could spend lots of time out of doors. We are 
eagerly looking' forward to settling down together once more, after 
these months of separation^ Won’t we be happy though^/! These 
next months ought to mean a great deal to me and should furnish a 
wonderful background for further study and for my future work. 

I shall write you again before leaving here. How we do 
wish that you might be with us I Qhzr thoughts and prayers are 

with you and we are looking forward to the time when we can get 
together when I return.

It is reasonably certain now that I am to go with 
Mr. Eddy, sailing on the New Amsterdam, Ilolland-American line, 
on July Oth for England. '7e talked today regarding the question 
of an outfit and things that we would need on the tour, lie told 
me that all of my expenses inciyrred in connection with this trip 
would be paid out of the tourJp'J?o my surprise, he said that this 
would include my clothes, lie Suggested that I wait until I get 
to London and then have two or three suits made according to 
English style. He casually remarked that he thought perhaps 
I would need a gray suit, a blue serge and a tuxedo or evening 
suit; also a light overcoat, This certainly will give us a big 
lift financially and will go a long way toward helping us to get 
out of debt. I shall certainly keep my expenses as low as 
possible. 1 feel certain that I can keep my incidental expenses, 
like laundry, pressing of suits, postage, souvenirs, etc., under 
$30 a month. Of course, it very much more expensive to live when 
on the road all of the time, but I shall endeavor to be as econom¬ 
ical as possible. I am anxious that we shall reduce our in¬ 
debtedness as much as possible during the four months that I am 
to be away. I believe we can pay off at least $£00 and possibly 
$£50 or even $300 during this time. If we can pay off $£30 it 
will cut our indebtedness down to $400, and we can make this 
look sick when I go on the next long trip. It will surely be 
a mighty big relief to be even with the world again. Hot that 
I regret for one moment having: gone in debt for the purposes 
for which we did, but just the same we can give a sight of 
relief when we even things up once more. 


There are some tilings you must do, dearie, regardless 
of the expense. By all means give prompt attention to your 
teeth and to your eyes when you get to Houston. Go to the best 
eye specialist in the city and have him do whatever is necessary. 
It is"my opinion that you will also want to take music lessons. 

My suggestion is that you do not lose a single week, but begin 
right away. I am particularly anxious, and I know that you are 
as well, that you shall be able to play well, and that as soon 

as possible. "'It will add greatly to the pleasure of our home 

life and will be useful in a great many ways. Get some good old 

colored woman to help with the washing, and devote your time to 

more important tilings. Your time is too valuable to be given 
to things that can be done by somebody else for a few cents an 
hour. I realize that baby dear takes lots of your time and 
that nobody can relieve you of this, and indeed you do not want 
to be relieved of it, bless his little heart. 1 refer to routine 
duties around the house at Houston. Put yourself on your mettle 
and see how well you can utilize your time. Your time is of 
equal value with mine. 
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I am writing to the storage company in Chicago to 
send the typev^riter, the trunk and the boxes of books to 
Houston. I am sure that we can dispose of the desk, the rug 
and the bed to some of the fellows. I know you will be glad 
to have access to a typewriter again, and I shall expect to 
receive longer and more frequent letters as a consequence. 

If you do not hear from them in due time, you might drop a 
line to The Garfield Express & Storage Co., 5908 State St., 
Chicago. 


'I suppose you will be starting for Houston some time 
soon now. I know your mother is just about to have a fit at the 
delay in seeing His Majesty again. In all seriousness, dearie, 
you must constantly be on guard against spoiling him. You know 
the danger in this regard, and for his sake you must be careful. 

Tell mother and Perry that I shall have 'oceans and 
oceans' of things to tell them when I get back. I shall surely 
keep you all informed from day to day as to where I am and what 
I am doing. Of course, the censors will have something to say 
about what gets through. 

Sometimes I almost have to pinch myself to realize 
that I am not dreaming. I can hardly realize that I have a dear 
wife and baby, it has been so long since I have seen them, and 
the prospects of this trip seem even more like a dream. I 
know that you are daily and hourly remembering me in prayer, that 
I may be led of Him. If we can keep close to Him, all will be 
well with us.

I rather doubt if it can be arranged, but in order to 
play safe you had better stay there until things are definitely 
settled one way or the other. I hope you will not get unduly 
excited over this bare prospect, because the chances are it will 
not materialize. If they don't watch out I will be costing them 
a small fortune in salary and expenses. 

I made application for my passport today, and things 
went along very smoothly. The following countries are on the 
passport: Pngland, Prance, Sgypt, Spain, Portugal, Norway, 

Sweden, Russia. 


I am not forgetting that on Sunday morning we are to 
begin with the first chapter of Matthew, and follow with a chapter 
each day.

Scott said the same thing in substance. I am sure that the 
increased experience and depth of life that will result from 
this tour will far more than repay us for the period of sep¬ 
aration. The fact that Alma is so constituted that shes takes 
things as they are and makes the best of them, makes me feel 
some easier about being away. I am more and more impressed with 
her beautiful spirit and disposition. Seldom is a man so 
fortunate as to have the love of two such women as you and Alma. 

Ho.one can ever tell just how much your devoted love and helpful 
guidance during the first eighteen or twenty years of my life 
when my character, tendencies and desires were being oermanently 
moulded, will mean to me all of my life. If I am able to do

I am rooming 
with Philip Swartz, Assistant Secretary of the Student Volunteer 
Movement and Earl Kelsey, one of the Student Secretaries of the 
International Committee. Today I had lunch with George Irving, 
Editor of the ITorth American Student and Fennell P. Turner, head 
of the Student Volunteer Movement. Yesterday afternoon I had a 
little visit with Mr. Messer, General Secretary at Chicago. He 
remembered me and. spoke of the good times at Geneva. I am really 
having a wonderful opportunity of meeting and knowing many of the 
outstanding men in religious work of the country.

Sweetheart.of Mine: 


I will take this opportunity of going over the state 
of our finances with you, so you may have everything clearly in 
mind. I have three notes with. .Drake University, for £50, §50 
and §100 respectively. I have paid the interest on these to date 
and they are not pressing me for more just now. This can be left 
for another year yet. You will remember that I borrowed $200 
from the Ladies' Aid at Monteith; and that Brother Kindred helped 
me to get §150 last Christmas. I talked the situation over with 
Mr. Bddy today and he is letting me have an additional §350 (he 
had already advanced §>00 to repay Leland) on the following terms: 
Bor the months I am absent from America - probably July, August, 
September, October - I am to make a payment of §50 each month; 
for the next six months after that time a payment of §25 each 
month; and a payment of §40 a month for the two months following. 
If this arrangement is faithfully carried out, the entire §430 
will be repaid within one year. Mr. Uddy says there will be no 
charge for interest. This is our outstanding indebtedness now - 
§200 at Drake and §4 50 w ith Mr. U ddy. If all goes well we ought 
easily to clear it up within two years - the quicker the sooner.' 



IIow with reference to your needs while I am gone. I 
am enclosing herewith eight signed checks for $25 each. I am 
having my salary checks deposited here, so there will bo enough 
on deposit to cover the amounts you may need. There is something 
over a hundred left from the money advanced to buy equipment for 
the tour. . This will remain on deposit while I am gone. I want 
you to fbel perfectly free to use as much of it as you need. Do 
np4>- bo too economical along certain lines - it does not pay in 
the long run. I shall keep my expenses down to a minimum. I 
hope we may be able to save enough dxiring the four months to 
pay railroad fare, or at least part of it, when I make the visit 
and we return together. Of course, you will place these checks 
away carefully where they will not be misplaced. 




In case of an emergency of any kind I hope you will 
communicate with Mr. \ 7 , U. Boldren. lie is an exceedingly fine 
man and will do anything in his power for you. If you need more 
money, just write to him and ho will fix it up for you. If you 
want to send a cablegram to me, wire it to him and lie will forward 
it on to me. Keel perfectly free to ask him for help along lines 
that may be perplexing you. It will givo him real pleasure to be 
of service to you, and lie is a most capable man.
